TRAVELERS BEGIN 
WAR ON TIPPING 
Commercial Men Say They 


Pay $50,000,000 Yearly 
in Gratuities, 


TO LIST PRIVATE HOUSES. 


Commercial travelers of the United States 
have started a campaign against hotel tip- 
ping, which, they say, now costs them 
$50,000.000 4 year. . 

That sum, according to P. E. Dowe, presi- 
dent of the Commercial Travelers’ National 
league, is disbursed by salesmen annually 
among bellboys, waiters, and porters, in ad- 
dition to $325,000,000 paid as regular hotel 
charges. 

President Dowe yesterday mailed to the 
various associations of hotel proprietors 
what he calls the final call of the travel- 
ing salesmen. 


Will List Rooming Houses, 

In this he serves the following ultimatum: 

“The traveling men, forced to action in 
self-protection, fully aware of the fact that 
increased expenses mean decreased salary 
under present business conditions, and find- 
ing only one Way to bring the hotel propri- 
etors to a realization that they have under- 
rated public sentiment against the tipping 
abuse, are preparing to compile lists of pri- 
vate houses where transients can be accom- 
modated. 

“For commercial men with trunks it is 
proposed to establish in the central section 
| of each city a loft or lofts divided into light. 
clean showrooms. Many of the hotel sample 
rooms are in damp and unhealthy basements, 
as numerous commercial travelers can ‘evi- 
dence by doctors’ bills. 

Tou can see that we mean business, but 
in consideration of the self-evident fact that 
your members have failed properly to gauge 
the sentiment against tipping we will with- 
hold definite action a reasonable time, and 
it there are no signs that the hotel propri- 
etors propose to put their help upon a self- 
respecting basis, making them wage earners 
instead, of beggars for gratuities, no power 
on earth can prevent our carrying out our 
program of reprisal. 


Food Cost Adds to Expenses, 

Hotels in larger cities are mostly run 
upon the European plan, with rooms $1.50 
and up per day. This and high priced bills 
of fare have added $1.50 4 day to the ex- 
penses of the traveling man as compared 
with former American plan average rates. 

** Commercial enterprises dealing with the 
consumers with the exception of hotels de- 
liver their commodities over the counters or 
at the houses. Hotel patrons do not buy hotel 
commodities in the kitchen, but contract for 
polite and decent delivery upon the table. 

“ Hotel guests are expected to hand out the 
coin for every service or attention by the 
hotel help, from the bellboy who carries the 
gripsack of an incoming guest to his room 
and hangs on until the rakeoff is provided. to 
the porter who calls a cab or carries a grip 
from the doorway to the bus.“

Chemists Report Arsenic in 
‘Abundant Quantity’’ In 
Bisonette’s Body. 


BROTHER GETS OUT WARRANT 


Detectives Investigate Report the 
Policeman Took Remedy Con- 
taining Arsenic. 


BOYSEN EXPLAINS 10 POLICE 


— — 


Mrs. Louise Vermilya was accused of the 
murder of Arthur Bisonette in a wardant 
issued yesterday afternoon by Judge Walker 
of the Municipal court. 

Immediately after the warrant had been 
sued Coroner Hoffman announced that 
preparations had been made for the exhuma- 
tion of the bodies of two of the eight other 
persons besides Bisonette who met with 
sudden death while in the home circle of 
Mrs. Vermilya. 

One of these bodies, the coroner said last 
night, ig that of Richard T. Smith, an [Ili- 
noig Central railroad conductor, who was 
one of Mrs. ermilya’s suitors and who 
died suddenly while a boarder at her home 
at 415 East Twenty-ninth street. He has 
not decided which body besides Smith's he 
will exhume, but it was intimated that it 
would be that of Frank Brinkamp. Brin- 
kamp was a son of Mrs. Vermilya’s fidst 
husband. He died on Oct. 80, 1910. 


“Tribune” Confirmed by Chemists. 

The formal accusation of the woman came 
as the inevitable consequence to the publica- 
tion earlier in the afternoon of the findings 
of the coroner’s experts who examined the 
vital organs of young Bisonette. 

Tun TRIBUNE had been able to give its read- 
ers the gist of this report yesterday morning. 
ten hours or more in advance of the publica- 
tion of the report itself and a longer time 
than that before any other newspaper. The 
report said that arsenic had been found in 
the dead man’s viscera in abundant quan- 
tity. Its text was as follows: 

Prof. Walter 8. Haines, Dr. Ralph W. 
Webster, and Dr. E. R. LeCount, who 
have made an examination of the organs 
of the late Arthur Bisonette, state that 
arsenic has been found in abundant quan- 
tity and that his death undoubtedly re- 
sulted from that poison. 


Think Much Arsenic Found. 

Ordinarily in reports of this kind the ex- 
pression “ sufficient quantity is employed. 
The broader term ‘“ abundant ’’ ie taken to 
indicate that an extraordinary amount of 
arsenic was found in the body. Two grains 
of arsenic is sufficient to cause death. 

Coroner Hoffman was asked last night if 
he knew how much arsenic the chemists had 
found. 

Les,“ he replied, “ I know.” 

“Will you say how much?“ 

„No, that will not be made public until the 
case comes up in the Criminal court.” 

“Was it more than two grains?“ 

„O, yes. A great deal more.” 

While the police are convinced that the 
finding of arsenic in Bisonette’s body justi. 
fied the issuance of the werrant charging 
Mrs. Vermilya with murder, they do not 
regard it as more than prima facie evidence 
that she had anything to do with his death. 


Hear Bisonette Took Salvarson. 

A report was brought to their attention last 
night which, if confirmed, will put an entirely 
new face on the mystery. This was to the ef- 
fect that a short time before he died Bisonette 
had been given an injection of a preparation 
called salverson or 006.“ an invention of 
Prof. Erhlich, the famous German physician 
which is a cure for many fills but which is 
strong in arsenic. 

Capt. Harding and Inspector Wheeler both 
denied that Bisonette was taking this rem- 
edy. Nevertheless the story became the sub- 
ject of a special conference which these two 
officials held in the Twenty-second street 
station late last night. 

The 606 Story came from friends of the 
suspect. They had consulted a well known 
criminal lawyer in her behalf, but against her 
wishes, as she still maintains her innocence 
and declares she doesn’t require the services 
of a lawyer. The lawyer said the stor) 
would be made use of if ever Mrs. Vermilys 
is brought to trial. 

Capt. Harding said that he and Coroner 
Hoffman made a thorough search of the 
house several days ago and that nothing con- 
taining arsenic was found there. They frank 
ly confess they are confronted with a prob- 
lem in showing where the poison found in 
Bisonette’s body was prpocured and how it 
was administered. | 


Dr. Corbus Scouts Story. 

Dr. B. C. Corbus, an authority upon poisons 
and their action, said last night that cases 
of death directly due to the injection of 
“g06” or salvarsan were extremely rare, 
there being only eighteen cases recorded out 
of a total of 50,000 persons who had taken 
the treatment. 

„ Medical authorities believe that salvar- 
gan never causes death by poisoning unless 
technic in administration is faulty or the 
heart. kidneys, or blood vessels have under- 
gone degenerative changes. he said, ‘‘and 
when a patient shows such symptoms the 
medicine is not Injected. Salvarsan is a 
preparation of arsenic, but it undergoes a 
chemical change in the making that denudes 
it of deleterious effect on the human sys- 
tem, unless the organs mentioned have de- 

erated. 
2 10 is injected in ten grain doses. The 
present theory is that the arsenical sub- 
stance is stored up in the liver and epleen. 
Such an amount of the poison in any other 
preparation would have 4 pad effect upon 
the human system, but experience has

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BANKS RELEASED 
BY NATIONAL CITY 


Holding Company in New 
York Disposes of Its Own- 
ership in Other In- 
stitutions. 


MEETS U. 8. OBJECTIONS. 


Conforming to Attorney General 
Wickersham’s Ruling Against 
Growing Financial 

Combine. 


New York, Nov. 8—[Special.J—The Na- 
tional City company, a holding corporation 
organized last June by men connected with. 
the National City bank as a device whereby 
the National City interests might own stocks 
in other banks and thus secure a more con- 
centrated control over a long string of in- 
stitutions in this and other financial centers 
has determined to forestall threatened ad- 
verse action by the government by ridding it- 
self of those bank stocks. 

Stories that officers of the holding com- 
pany had been making quick trips to Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Boston, and other places with 
the idea of selling bank stocks inconspicu- 
ously lack confirmation and, in the best opin- 
ion of Wall street, also lack probability. 
The most authoritative belief ftoday is that 
those bank stocks would not be sold in the 
open market, but merely withdrawn from the 
National City company’s ownership by the 
individual capitalists who had owned them 
before the formation of the holding corpora 
tion. : 


Think Action Bit of Strategy. 

Wall street’s first refiection, upon hearing 
the news, was that the action of the National 
City bank interests was just in time, placing 
it in the same general strategic category as 
the anticipatory move of the steel corporation 
when it abrogated the Great Northern iron 
ore lease and reduced freight rates on ore 
on the eve of the institution of the govern- 
ment’s suit for dissolution. 

Franklin MacVeagh, secretary of the treas- 
ury, had earlier in the year disagreed with 
Attorney General Wickersham about the 
legality of the Nationa] City company. In 
congress there were speeches about the 
money trust. and on July 27 a resolution 
was presented calling for an investigation. 

So Mr. MacVeagh's approval and Mr. 
Wickersham’s disapproval of the holding 
company was let go by the board and the 
whole matter was put straight up to Mr. 
Taft, who received the batch of papers in the 
cage when he was at Beverly, just before 
he left for the swing around the circle. His 
decision is expected within a few days. 


Capital Stock of $10,000,000. 

The National City company was organized 
with a capital stock of $10,000,000. In laying 
before the attorney general the results of his 
investigation the solicitor general of the 
United States said: ‘ 

“ The purpose of forming the National City 
company is stated in the circular letter to 
the shareholders ot the National City bank 
to be ‘to make investments and transact 
other business which, though often very prof- 
itable, may not be within the express cor- 
porate powers of a nationa! bank.’ 

The certificate of incorporation of the 
company endows it with large and varied 
powers, with powers to engage in any law- 
ful business which corporations organized 
under the business corporations law of New 
York may conduct, except the business of 
banking or that of a money corporation 


Holds Much Stock in Banks. 

The letter of Mr. Vanderlip, president of 
the National City bank, shows that the Na- 
tional City company has acquired stocks in 
various banks and trust companies to the 
extent of 29,176 shares, the market value of 
which I take to be approximately $6,479,000. 
Of the capital stock of the company $3,200,000 
has been invested in bonds and stocks of 
various corporations which are not banking 


corporations. 

The First National bank of New York has 
also organized a securities company. It is 
not known whether this company wil! follow 
the action of the Nationa! City company. 

In New York City alone the Nationa! City 
interests control banking capital and de- 
posits of close to $750,000, 000, according to an 
estimate considered to be competent. 


CHICAGO BANKERS NOT HEARD. 
George M. Reynoids, president of the Conti- 
nental and Commercial National bank, and 
James B. Forgan, president of the First Na- 
tional, could not be interviewed on the sub- 
ject of the National City company. Mr. 
Reynolds is out of the city and Mr. Forgan 
was slightly indisposed. te 
For a time after the announcement of the 
opposition to the National City’s plan there 
was a question of the effect to be felt by these 
two banks, both of which control large trust 
and savings benks and safety deposit com- 
panies with Illinois charters. The situation 
was not similar, however, as was pointed out 
atthetime. The proposed National City com- 
pany was primarily nota bank. Tt Wasa crea- 
tion to be used simply as a holding company 
The Chicago state Institutions are banks, and 
are organized primarily for banking pur- 


poses.

CITE ANOTHER FOR CONTEMPT 


Tribune's Registered Letters to Fic- 
titious Names for Election Affi- 
davits Bring Swift Results. 


STATE’S ATTORNEY MAY ACT 


One guarantor of padded election lists went 
to jail last night with a charge of perjury 
against him. A dozen others admitted plain- 
ly that they had signed affidavits to lists of 
which they knew practically nothing. 

The man charged with perjury is Peter 

Swenton of the Manhattan hotel, 805 South 
State street. Swenton is the manager of the 
lodging house to which THe TRIBUN®P sent 
196 registered special delivery letters Thurs- 
day hight. Each letter was addressed to a 
man supposed to be living at the hotel. Swen- 
ton had sworn to affidavits filed with the elec- 
tion commissioners that the 196 men were 
living at the hotel. 
When the mail carriers arrived at the hotel 
they were able to find but twenty-two persons 
answering to the names in Swefiton’s sworn 
affidavit. The remaining 174 letters were re- 
turned tothe postoffice. 


Cite: J. McDermott for Contempt. 

A second keeper was cited to appear before 
Judge Owens this morning to show cause why 
he should not be punished for contempt of 
court. This rule was issued against Joseph 
McDermott, proprietor of the Central hotel, 
'444 South State street, who failed to appear 
in court until an attachment was served upon 
him. 

The likelihood of criminal prosecutions for 
perjury loomed larger with the announce- 
ment following the midnight adjournment of 
court that State's Attorney fayman will 
hold a conference with Judge Owens and the 
members of the election board this after- 
noon. 

The accusation against Swenton came sud- 
denly. He had walked straight into a trap 
set for him by Commissioner Czarnecki. His 
first knowledge of his peril came when Mr. 
Czarnecki d manded that he be held for per- 
jury, charging that he had identified ficti- 
tious persons as residents of the rooming 
house. The fictitious names had been read 
to him by the examining commissioner with 
the idea that he would do exactly what he 
Gid—identify them. 


Owens Takes Prompt Action. 

Now.“ said Commissioner Czarneckt, 
when he perceived that he had his man thor- 
oughly trapped, “I think this witness ought 
to be held for perjury.” 

Judge Owens responded with surprising 
promptness. 

Do you want him held all night under 
bond or released on his own recognizance 
to appear in the morning? It seems to me 
that he ought to be held under bond.“ 

The com missioner agreed, and Judge Owens 
fixed Swenton’s bond at $3,000. Unable to 
secure bondsmen, the lodging house keeper 
was committed to the county jail. 

Those acquainted with the registration list 
furnished from the Manhattan hotel by 
Swenton perceived the fate to which he was 
hurrying long before Commissioner Czar- 
necki demanded his indictment. The first 
notification of the commissioner's plan came 
when he read the name of Barney Flynn. 


Know Barney Flynn? “Sure.” 

“Do you know Barney Flynn?“ inquired 
Mr. Czarnecki innocently. 

Swenton smiled. He had successfully iden- 
tified Burkes, Bradys, O’ Malleys, and Finne- 
gans all evening and Flynn looked easy. 

Sure I know him. He left the house lag 
week.” 

„What kind of looking man is he?” 

„O, medium sized and about 40 years old, 
He's got a black mustache.” 

“Thank you,“ said Mr. Czarnecki, with 
real gratification, and continued the ques- 
tioning. Presently he interjected another 
name—as simple and modest as Flynn. 
Swenton recognized that, too. 


Barney Flynn Proves Fictitious, « 

„Really, that's fine, observed Mr. Czar 
necki, as he gazed upon a complete list which 
bore neither the name of Barney Flynn nor 
that of his other invention. Mr. Jwenton 
doesn't only remember the names of the men 
he/ swore were living at his house, but the 
names of en that have nothing to do with 
this case. Mr. Swenton has a good memory.” 
Judge Owens thought so, too, and the formal 
charge against Swenton followed. 

In the second night session in the County 
courtroom the test made by THE TRIBUNS, 
through the use of special delivery registered 
letters, occupied almost the entire evening. 
It was shown that only a small fraction of the 
men listed as living at the Manhattan would 
have any chance to cast a vote for a judicial 


candidate. 


Mr. Keeley Tells of Sending Letters. 

The first witness was James Keeley, gen- 
eral manager of THe Türen who told 
the court he caused to be sent out Thursday 
evening speécial Gelivery. registered letters 
to all the 198 Individuals whose names were 
given in the affidavit of Philip Swenton, 
manager of the house. He said postoffice 
employés had attempted to deliver the letters 
Thursday evening and made a second effort 
in the morning. that only#wenty-two had 
been properly receipted for and received by 
the addressees. 

He then turned over to the court the re- 
mainder of the 198 letters, statrng that they 
had been marked in the postomce not 
there.” “not found.“ and “ not delivered.” 

Swenton was called to the stand and, under 
a general examination, attempted to explain 
that many of the men at his hotel had been 
absent when the postal messengers called or A 
refused to accept the letters addressed to 
them. He also became entangled when he 
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12 letters accepted „„ „ „„„ „ 0 „ 
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paid that Fred Wilson had written the list of 
names. Thursday evening he testified that 
the writing had been done by Eéward Smart, 
and his explanation was that he thought the 
question Thursday evening referred to his ob- 
‘taining a poll list from Smart last April. 


. Admits “Guests” Have Gone. 

It was when Election Commissioner Cmar- 
necki began an examination about each man 

to whom a letter had been addressed that 
the witness made his admission. Thursday 
he said that forty or fifty of the men hed 
moved since he made his affidavit, but by 
actual count he admitted to Commissioner 
Czarnecki that about 120 of them had moved 
away or that he did not remember them. 

In several instances he stumbied into more 
serious difficulty. On one affidavit was the 
mame of Oscar Phelan. He said he knew no 
guch man. On the hotel register was the 

name Oscar Thelan, but the difference in the 
names was taken as evidence he did not read 
the names after the list had been prepared 
by another. In a second instance he said 
Michael Mecuen had accepted his letter 
during the day, but the letter was in the 
commissioner’s hands. 

Swenton asserted John Regan, one of bis 
** guests,”’ left there six or eight weeks ago— 
that is, before he made the affidavit contain- 
ing his name as a resident of the rooming 
house. When his attention was called to 
“his he said that Regan was living there Oct. 
it hig name was on the list. He also ad- 
mitted the name Frank Pell on his affidavit 
should have been Frank Peel. He confessed 
that he did not know several men whose 
names appeared on the affidavit. 


Forty-six Registered on Last Day. 

Another interesting point brought dut was 
that forty-six men registered Oct. 8 at the 
Manhattan. Oct. 8 was the lest day on which 
residents could quallfy for the judicial 
election. On Oct. 7, Swenton testified, only 
sixteen men regtetered, and on Oct. 6 only 
eight. This same phenomenon was found 
in the examination of a dosen other hotel 
managers. All the lodging houses showed a 
surprisingly heavy guest list for Oct. - let 
all out of proportion with the ordinary reg- 
istration. 

Similarly, one manager after another arose 
and ‘testified thet he had signed the affi- 
Gavits for his guests solely on the word of 
his clerk.

managers together,” interrupted Judge

Daniel P. Wynn. manager of the Vestibule 
hotel on West Van Buren street, testified 
that of the 410 men he swore were. living at 
the hotel in October only 200 or less remain.

Ohio street, George W. King, 2001 Michigan 
avenue, and A. P. Jennings, 608 West Madi- 
gon street. All wer 
there had been no error, and all were cited 
to reappear before the board at 10 o’clock 
thie morning.

Prim, who has tied up the commission's 
hearings for the last two days because of his 
absence, is believed to be in Little Rock. Ark. 
where he said he was going Wednesday night 
to bring back a negro, Ar Gales, under ar- 
rest there. The man is wanted for assault- 
ing P. J. Fitegerald, a patrolman at Cottage 
Grove avenue station, and Fitzgerald accom- 
panied his lieutenant to get the negro. 

Further investigation of the lieutenant’s 
@udden Geparture, when he knew. be was 
wanted at oncees a witness to conditions in 
his police preceinct, hap greatly angered the 
commission. They were further stirred yes- 
terday when they learned that Prim had left 
a sergeant in command of his station at a 
time when the denizens of the levee are work- 
ing to defeat the commission's efforts to 
“clean up the district. 


Pays His Own Railway Fare. 

Prim, it was learned, may have had other 
ends in view than to get a negro accused of 
assault It is known that Bill” Lewis. 
south side gambler, and other leaders in the 
south side vice district, are in Little Reck 
or the immediate vicinity. 

As evidence that Prim may have gone on 


paid his own reflroad fare instead of charg - 
ing it to the department, as is customary 
when a policeman goes out of the city in 
the line of duty.

Rea Offers Plan to Give Zach 
‘> 62,500 Population. 


EXTENDS FIRST TO SOUTH. 


Would Disturb Only Shufelt and Prin- 
gle; No Agreement Reached. 


While his associates were watting for the 
argument about the new boundaries of the 
First ward to die down Ald. James Rea yes- 
terday began a campaign of missionary work. 
Although the committee on el which 
must devise the redistricting plan has dead- 
locked on the question whether the Kenna. 
Coughlin stronghold shall escape with only 
wo-thirds its quota of population, the minor- 
ity member of the south side subcommittees 
began an effort for recruits in favor of giving 
each ward its full 62,500. 

With his map of thirteen south side 
wards, showing the First extended to Twen- 
ty-fifth street east of Michigan avenue and 
to Thirty-first street west of Michigan, thus 
giving it a total of 63,131 residents, Ald. Rea 
endeavored to line up votes for his plan. He 
buttonholed members of the city council 
regardless of their membership on the com- 
mittee. 


Wants First Extended South. 

“There is no good reason why the First 
should not be given its full quota,” he de- 
cClared. It need not be extended across the 
river at any point. Under the plan D have had 
prepared it takes in contiguous territory of 
the same genera! character as that which it 
joins; and the plan molests only one alder- 
man. By tending the First southward, 
Ald. Shufelt is brought within its bounda- 
ries, but Ald. Pringle of the Third, who be- 
comes a resident of the Second, will have his 
vacancy to run in. 

“This plan gives each ward the closest 
possible approach to the quota of 62,500; and 
ite does not, as has been charged, give the 
First anything like a voting population of 
18.000. Its voting population will not exceed 
140. 

South Side Aldermen Disagree. 

An offer has been made to the aldermen 
of the first four wards to let them take the 
quota of population for the four and draw 


their lines to suit themselves; but they won't 


do this. If they let the First off with 40,000, 
that will give some of them at least 70,000, 
and to this they will not consent. We are 
just as determined that they shall not send 
the extra population down upon the wards 
in the town of Hyde Park and the town of 
Lake, which will probably grow 50 per cent 
in the next ten years 

The members of the south side subcommit- 
tee, which fncludes Rea, Richert, and Har- 
ding, have not been able to reach any ap- 
proach to an agreement that they could re- 
port to the joint subcommittees next Wednes- 
day, as has been requested. 


PULITZER PAPERS IN TRUST; 
ESTATE VALUED AT $30,000,000 
Publisher’s Will Provides That Boards 


Shall Manage World and Post-Dis- 
patch—Sons Not Members. 


New York, Nov. 3.—[{Special.]—The will of 
the late Joseph Pulitzer, disposing of an es- 
tate estimated at $30,000,000 and including 
the New York World and the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, was read to Mr. Pulitser's widow, 
sons, daughters, and others intimately con- 
cerned at his late residence, 11 East Seventy- 
third street, 
Hornblower. 

Mr. Pulitzer provides liberal allowances 
in his will for his widow and sons and daugh- 
ters, but for the most part these legacies are 
in trust for the wives in being and twenty- 
‘one years thereafter. 

The future of the World and Post-Dispatch 
is left to a body of trustees. The men nomi- 
nated in the will include several who have 
died since its making. 

Mr. Pulitzer’s sons, Ralph, Joseph, and 
Herbert, a minor, are not named as trus- 
tees, and no member of the World staff, nor 
any man actively associated with Mr. 
Pulitzer in his publications is named.

Corporation Counsel Holds 


Advertising Business Ex- 
ceeds Traction Franchise. 


MAYOR REQUESTS OPINION 


Gets Reply That Municipality 
‘Has Power to Prohibit or 
Tax Displays. 


Corporation Counsel Sexton yesterday sent 
to Mayor Harrison an opinion to the effect 
that the city has the right either to prohibit 
the display of advertsements in all elevated 
railroad trains or to force the elevated rall- 
road companies to pay compensation to the 
city for the privilege of displaying such ad- 
vertisements. 

The opinion was the result of an investiga- 
tion made at the request of the mayor. The 
original request for information asked also 
as to the rights of the city in relation to ad- 
vertisements in the surfacecars. Answering 
this part of the mayor's question, Mr. Sexton 
points out that the Chicago City Railway 
company already is paying the city 55 per 
cent of the net earnings of its advertising 
business. 


Text of the Opinion. 

The opinion, which was prepared by A. L. 
Gettys, assistant corporation counsel, reads: 

The Chicago and Oak Park Elevated rall- 
road and the South Side FElevated railroad 
have a license that extends almost entirely 
over streets and alleys of the city of Chi- 
cago, and the other elevated railroad com- 
panies all use the streets necessarily in 
crossing the same. Consequently all the ele- 
vated companies are using the public streets 
and alleys of Chicago to carry on said adver- 
tising business. 

All of the ordinances of all of the elevated 
railroads contain a section in substantially 
the following language: 

The rights and privileges hereby con- 
ferred are upon the further expressed condi. 
tion that sald elevated railroad shall be ex- 
clusively used for the transportation of pas 
sengers and mall. 

“ This provision of the ordinance was ac 
cepted by the several elevated railroad com- 
panies and therefore becomes binding upon 
them. 

“ This then excludes any use of said streets 
by said railroads, unless by implication, for 
any other purposes except the carrying of 
passengers and mall.“ 


Display of “Ads” Unlawful. 

In conclusion the opinion says: 

Jam of the opinion that the carrying of 
advertisements inside the elevated cars in 
the city of Chicago, without permission from 
the city. Is unlawful and without authority. 

Jam also of the opinion that the city 
council! acting under and through its police 
powers has a right to enact an ordinance pro- 
hibiting such advertisements in said cars. 

And I am of the further opinion that the 
city council has a right to pass an ordinance 
requiring compensation for the privilege of 
permitting such advertising business to be 
carried on In their said cars while using pub- 
lic thoroughfares of the city of Chicago.“

Censorship for Decency May End Man- 
ufacture, 


Superintendents of Chicago postal substa- 
tions received orders three days ago from 
Postmaster Campbell to stop the circulation 
of all indecent and suggestive postal cards 
immediately. 

Last evening, with returns for the third day 
incomplete, there wak a stack of 1,500 such 
cards in the censor’s office 

This means that questionable cards have 
been circulating in Chicago to the extent of 
500 or more a day, according to the poetoffice 
officials. It also means that the issuance of 
a einglé order has stopped that circulation. 


Upheld at Washington. 

Information was received from Waebing- 
ton last evening that the authorities of the 
postoffice department wers backing the Chi- 
cago postmaster in drawing a sharp line be- 
tween good and bad postal cards. They said 
he had full authority under the regutations 
to hold up any piece of mal! mat ter indicating 
lack of decency. The regulations provide that 
a postmaster may exercise his own discretion 
in holding up questionable mail matter, and 
that if any sender protests he can appeal to 
the department. 

I don't know that any action by the post- 
office inspectors against the makers of such 
cards will be necessary,” said Mr. Campbell. 
„The public is responsible for their circula- 
tion, or rather that part of the public which 
purchased such cards, 


Should Stop Manufacture. 

“If none were purchased none would be 
made. We go one step further. E none are 
allowed to be mailed, it is not Ekely many 
will be purchased. Such a campaign as this 
should serve to stop their manufacture. 

“1 think the placing of the responsibility 
for circulation on one man at the substation 
operates for a good deal more cgrefulnese 


than was apparent before.” 
Mr. Campbell added that the order would 


probably be permanent.

The superman of 
the next century is to be the intelligently 
educated craftsman who works with his 
fingers_and brains at the same time.

“Like Mother Used to Make.” 
The three greatest requisites, he said. were 
abundante of food, fresh air, and education. 
By food I mean the kind mother used to 
make and plenty of it, said Dr. Hutchinson: 
not the chemical laboratory's prescription 
of carbohydrates, proteins, and calories, but 
bread. butter, meat, buckwheat cakes and 
maple sirup, pie, and coffee with real cream 
in it. 
But when 60 per cent of the families have 
$40 a month on which to bring up their chil- 
dren conditions are presented over which the 
individual has no control. It does no good for 
the doctor in such cases to prescribe only 
six hours of work a day in a perfectly venti- 
lated place and plenty of good beefsteak and 
eggs at 4 cents a dozen. The community 
now must fill the doctor's prescription. The 
drug store can't do it. 
We may have to abolish entirely the 
transmission Of money by inheritance from 
one generation to another, and I believe that 
wauld help the one as much as the other. 


Modern education means the development 
of the whole child, not merely the expansion 
of the upper end of It. Weare now suport- 
ing by the whole public an educational sys- 
tem that is taken advantage of to the full 
by only 20 to 25 per cent.“ 
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efforts in thatjdirection, but we must remem- 
ber that labor is only trying to do to capital 
what capital has been trying to do to labor 
uninterruptedly for the last seventy-five 
years. Labopr has reached its triumph in 
San Francisco, where the school teacher 18 
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gets $225 a month, but it simply is diffusing 
wealth throughout the community.” 


Sees Millennium on Way. 

Dr. Hutchinson presented many advanced 
ideas in a discussion of “ The Manufacture 
of Man.“ given in the popular style of 
presenting scientific principles which former 
Health Commissioner Evans, in introducing 
the speaker, said had made him one of the 
most influential] factors in directing public 
thought to the problems of health and right 
living. 

The doctor formerly was g man of mys- 
tery. he said. ‘‘ Now we have got together 
a body of scientific facts and materia! relat- 
ing to the preservation of health that can be 
used before the public and be rightly recog- 
nized and received. We can now lay our 
cards on the table. The doctors are begin- 
ning to preach and the preachers to practice, 
and the millennium is beginning to come. 
Ninety-five’ per cent of the people are 
born with a heritage of wealth. It is the 
duty of the public to see that each gets the

Sanitation Before Producers. 
at Dairy Exhibit. 


FORTUNE IN CLEANLINESS 
New York’s General Supply De- 
clared Good as Chicago's 
High Priced ‘Certified.’ 


Dr. W. A. Evans told the members of the 
Milk Producers’ association at ‘the National 
Dairy show yesterday how they could get 
rich through the adoption of sanitary 
methods fn milk production, Dr. Evans re- 
cently made an investigation of methods 
used in New York, where the milk supply is 
under strict municipal surveillance. 

“ The milk which goes into New York City 
is equal to the certified milk of Chicago, 
which sells for 20 cents a quart,’ said Dr. 
Evans. You could have just as good milk 
by taking a little trouble and going to the 
nominal expense of a tuberculin test of your 
cows. The milk pails and cans should be 
cleaned and sterilized. In New York this 
is done by the company which handles the 
milk. 

Cleanliness First Essential. 

* Every milker should be required to wash 
hia hands before milking, and he should wash 
the udder of the cow. There is no expense 
to that, but it makes a lot of differenec tn 
the milk. Many dairymen are losing money 
because the windows in their bartis are so 
small the cows have not the physical vigor 
to give good milk.

Your milk should get to the city with less 
than 5,000 bacteria to the cubic centimeter. 
In New York the bacterial score of every

D. D. Drawbaugh, Who Claimed

DECIDED AGAINST BY COURT. 


Expires While Working in Laboratory 
| on Wireless Burglar Alarm. 


Harrisburg; Pa., Nov. 83.—[Specia!.]}—Dan- 
lel D. Drawbaugh, who claimed to be the 
original inventor of the telephone, died at his 
home near this city yesterday ‘at the age 
of 84. 

For the last month he had been at work 
on a wireless burglar alarm. He was seized 
with an attack of apoplexy while in his 
laboratory. 

Daniel Drawbaugh lived nearly all his 
life in the village of Eberley's Mills, or Mill- 
town, Pa., where he was born ip 1827. He 
had limited advantages for education, and 
early evineed a remarkable mechanical in- 
genuity. Before he was 16 years old he 
made a small steam engine and an automatie 
machine for sawing wagon felloes, the lat- 
ter being his own invention. 

His occupation at this time was the repair- 
ing of clocks and guns, making rough fur- 
niture and machinery. He also painted por- 
traits for his neighbors. 


Early Interested in Physics, . | 
While thus occupied he became an enthu- 
Siast on the subject of physics and made elec- 
trical apparatus a special study. He made 
electric clocks and batteries run by the earth, 
Gial telegraphs, besides a large number of 
other electrical contrivances. He invented 
and patented a rallmaking-machine. 

He conceived the idea of eleotrica} trans- 
mission of speech in 1800. He had learned 
that sound is made up of ether vibrations. 
Knowing that electricity could be conducted 
on a wire for a long distance he formed the 
idea that sound vibrations also could be 
transmitted.

machine. About 1870 or 1871 he improved the 
receiver and prior to 1873 he exhibited a pair 
of magneto instruments which worked satis- 
faetorily.

In 1874 he improved the receiver of the 
carbon telephone and made an instrument 
which still is in existence. After 1878 he 
Wes constantly inventing and perfecting new 
machines, but until 1879 was unable to meet 
the expense of procuring his patents. Since 
then he had obtained a large number of 
‘patents for various instruments. 

In 1881 Mr. Drawbaugh laid claim to the 
invention of the telephone, and his interests 
were represented by the People’s Telephone 
company. The company which owned Bell's 
patents sought to restrain the People’s com- 
pany from using Drawbaugh’s telephone on 
the ground that it was an infringement upon 
the patents controlled by the Bell company. 
An injunction was granted, and the decision 
of the suit went against Mr. Drawbaugh on 
technicalities.

With Edged Tools Seen at Whitney. 

fF you care for English plays, although one 

doesn't even dare presume that you do, you 

will enjoy “With Edged Tools,” Henry 

Seton Merriman’s play, being presented by 

the original English company at the Whit- 
ney opera house. . 

“With Edged Tools” is deucedly English. 
It is a polite melodrama with an English ac- 
cent. It tells all about how Millicent Chyne 
(Marguerite Cellier), a heartless young per- 
son, accepts the attentions of two men, Jack 
Meredith (Hamilton Deane) and Guy Oscard 
(Stanley Bedwell) and promises to marry both 
of them when they have acquired a large 
enough fortune to satisfy her. 

The heavy man—pardon me, villain—vVic- 
tor Durnovo (Campbell Goldsmid) enters at 
the proper (for the plot) moment, tells them 
about a wonderful plant, “simiaseen,” or some- 
thing like that, which is worth £20,000. This 
plant grows along the west coast of Africa, or 
in Central Africa, or some place in Africa, 
probably discovered by Stanley. Durnovo 
knows the exact location. The two ambitious 
lovers Wid their lady a fond farewell—sepa- 
rately, of course—and embark for Africa. 

In Africa they meet Jocelyn Gordon (Marte 
Leonhard) and her brother, Maurice Gordon 
(Charles Hartopp). Jack Meredith falls in love 
with Jocelyn, his love is reciprocated, he dare 
not declare it because he is bound to the “ gir! 
back, home.“ He takes 11] with malaria, Joce- 
lyn geturns from her English vacation, @urses 
him back to health, he returns to England, dis- 
covers his flancée’s falseness, Declaration to 
Jocelyn. Curtain. Of course, there ie a lot 
more about the villain, and a lot of slave trad- 

ing, and a weak but repentant brother, and 
friendship and fate and cruelty. ‘ 

All the prescribed things for a melodrama 
are present. The villain has a mustache, a 
black one; he draws in his breath audibly 
through a crooked tooth, and he makes his 
entrance with a musical cue, just like the 
villain used to do back in the gaod old 10, 
20, and 30 cent“ days. 

Marie Leonhard, in the 
pretty, sincere, and graceful, And her voice is 
beautifully modulated. Marguerite Cellier has 
the correct boneless English figure and a voice 
which, also, is beautifully modulated. Stanley 
Bedwell has Wilton Lackaye eyes and he just 
can’t make his eyes behave. 

The company is, as a whole, excellent, in a 
well bred, quiet sort of way. They have cor- 
rect, unvulgar, drawing room sort of manners, 
and all have beautifully modulated volces. 


„ 


It is evident, however, that the first requisite 
of a masterpiece is not technical elaborate- 
ness, but emotional significance, and the sym- 
bolism of Rachmaninow's second symphony is 
not concerned with profound states of feeling. 
On the other hand, it is refreshingly free from 
those exaggerations of sentiment that so often 
invest Russian music with seeming importance. 
It is sane and sincere. It avoids melodramatic 
tragedy and escapes spurious exaltation. The 
introduction and the principal theme of the 
first movement exploit lighter inflections of the 
traditional Slavic melancholy. The second 
theme sets forth a gentle, childlike joyous- 
ness. Hints of the prevailing modern mysti- 
cism are not wanting, but neither is thts ten- 
dency permitted to predominate. Rather the 
composer has sought to build up climaxes of 
dramatic and architectural importance which 
seem to result from choice rather than neces- 
sity. His melodies are led to the heights by 
patient and skillful technical means. They do 
not mount inevitably. 

Despite this seeming contradiction, the com- 
poser cannot be accused of artificiality. He is 
saved by the faultless logic of the work—the 
legic of routine if not of inspiration. Thus it 
happens that the most significant manifeste- 
tions of beauty that the symphony contains are 
to be discovered in the department of instru- 
mentation. Rach maninow's orchestra is lumi- 
nous. It glows with kaleidoscopic colors, 
sometimes positive, more often vague and illu- 
sive, adorning the never failing commentary of 
subordinate voices. And it is his own. The 
trail of Wagner and Strauss is hardly discerni- 
ble, nor is there any .artistic kinship to the 
turgid tonal palette of Tschaikowsky. 


a 


The scherzo is less satisfactory than the first 
division of the work. The trio develeps some 
remarkably interesting orchestral effects, nota- 
bly the brilliant string passage. Furthermore, 
it ts not. without certain unimportant racial 
characteristics. The adagio is an endless stream 
of sweetly insignificant melody and the finale 
represents a vast amount of sincere effort. The 
orchestra played the whole work with a re- 
sponsiveness to the conductor's intentions that 
represented the utmost care in rehearsal. There 
was not a moment that did not give the Listener 
at least that sensuous pleasure that results 
from a faultless performance. It may, there- 
fore, be said to have atoned in the symphony 
for the raggedness and inaccuracy that de- 
tracted from the presentation of Strauss Eu- 
lensplegel rondo. Despite these shortcomings 
that charming. work did not fail of its effect, 
and Mr. Stock, with his customary generosity, 
which in this instance seemed somewhat mis- 
placed, gave all the credit to his men. 

Borodin's overture on three Russian themes 
made tuneful if feeble preface to the symphony, 
and the finale from “ Das Rheingold” closed the 
program, which will be repeated this evening.

OBESITY. 
ANY people worry becanse they 
are fat; others because they are 
slmm and spare of body. Today 
we shal] take up the Meow prop- 
| osition, 

It ig no new condition. Since Plenty 
came on earth Indulgence waxed fat. 
Some cages are hereditary—have brought 
an extra stock of provisions with them. 

In all cases obesity results from a dis- 
turbance of nutrition. Too much food of 
al kinds is eaten, and not enough exer 
cise is taken. The body cannot burn the 
food up into the final products of com- 
bustion—carbon dioxide and water. The 
system uses a makeshift. It converts 
the excess of food, particularly the 
starchy foods, into fat and shoves it aside 
into the tissues to get it out of the way. 

If the food did not come in such large 
88 and at such frequent intervals, 

if the body were given time and oppor- 
tunity to oxidize the food by work, it 
would take the materials essentially 
needed, burn up the rest and not be bur- 
dened by excessive deposits of fat. 
Where laziness abides fat resides. 


All ease and pleasure loving peoples 


have their pleasure spoiled by the fat 


accumulated. Thus obesity is met with 
in great frequency among the oriental 
and African races. 

Obesity and gout are closely associated, 
and both thrivé on the same victim. Al- 
coholic indulgence, injury, or invalidism, 
preventing bodily exercise, do their share 
to load the body down with fat. 

Outside of looks —Which are some- 
times in and at other times out of fashion 
— obesity is a serious hindrance to the 
enjoyment and comfort of life. The in- 
ternal organs all have deposits of fat 
that may interferé with their proper 
action, Shortness of breath, bronchitis, 
pal tion, and other functional embar- 
rassments are occasioned. It also results, 
in lessened instance, in infection. 

The prevention of obesity rests on regu- 
lation of diet, habits, and exercise. No 
more foock should be taken than can be 
used up by the body. An excessive diet 
of stareh foods and malt liquors should 
be avoided. The real burning up of food 
is not accomplished in the stomach, but in 
the lungs and muscles. They are the 
metabolic furnaces.

From time to time it has been claimed that the 

lower animals, and particularly chickens, spread 


diphtheria. Bacteriological studies have not con- 


firmed these claims. My advice to you is to have a 


loca] physician inoculate a test tube from the throat 


of a dead rabbit and then send the rabbit and the 
tube to the state board of health, Springfield, III. 
But the chances arent least 90 out of 100 that the 
diphtheria in Flat Rock is being spread by people. 
Quarantines should be established at once. Every 
person found with diphtheria bacilli in his throat 
should be quarantined. whether sick or well. Prob- 
ably as much diphtheria is spread by carriers,“ 
that is, people who are well byt who have bacteria 
in their throats—as by people who are definitely 
sick. If, say, ten people came in contact with à case 
of diphtheria somewhere about four of them would 
get the disease, about four would be carriers 
for a few weeks, and about two would wholly es-

WHISKY AND ALCOHOL. 

M. H. F. writes:: A few weeks ago I was 
called to the country to see a patient whom 
1 found in a state of collapse. I felt the 
necessity of using an alcoholic stimulant in 
the case, but had neither whisky nor brandy 
with me. I had, however, a smal! bottle of 
grain alcohol and used that properly diluted. 
A few days ago the question arose as to 
whether the use of diluted alcohol by an 
habitual drinker would be more harmful than 
the same amount of whisky. the percentage 
of alcohol] being the same. I find that the im- 
pression, even among the medica! men, is that 
alcohol, no matter how pure it may be, is 
much more harmful tHan good or even com- 
mon grades of whisky. What is your opin- 
fon?’ 

REPLY 

Alcohol diluted to the percentage of the alcohol 
contained in whisky is no more harmful than 
whisky. The alcohol contained being the same, 
the effect for the various purposes is only a matter 
of quantity. 

Aromatic spirits of ammonia 16 generally used 
now for a diffusible stimulant rather than whisky 
or other forms of alcohol. Emergency kits and 
ambulanee and hospital equipments have pearly all

The late Lady Herbert of Lea was no 
stranger to this country, where after her 
conversion to Roman Catholicism by the 
late Cardinal Manning she collected a large 
sum of money for the benefit of the great 
Roman Catholic missionary college at Mill 
Hin which owes to her its foundation and 
endowment.

She was persona gratissima at the vatican 
and used to divide her time between Rome 
and Herbert house in London. at the south- 
‘west corner of Belgrave square? almost 
uni@ue among the mansions of the British 
metropolis, in its possession of a private 
chapel, where mass was celebrated every 
morning. 

She was the widow of the late Lord Her- 
bert of Lea better known as Sydney Herbert, 
younger brother of the twelfth earl of Pem- 
broke, renowned as the most comely and fas- 
cmating man of his day. He was portrayed 


by Lord Beaconsfield in several novels, nota- 


bly in “ Endymion under the name cf 


“Sydney Wilton.” 

It was to Lord Herbert of Lea as war min- 
ister during the Crimean campalgn that Eng- 
land was indebted for the dispatch to the east 
of Miss Florence Nightingale and for the 
inauguration, through her, of that system 
of military nursing which has been adopted 
by every civilized nation in the world. The 
present Earl ot Pembroke is the sor of Lord 
and Lady Herbert of Lea.

Lord Gladstone's sécretary, Maj. Walter 
Guy Bentinck, who has just obtained 
from King George a warrant enabling 
him and his heirs male to use ip Great 
Britain the Dutch title of baron, 
in point of seniority, the head of the 
entire house of Bentinck. He is the prin- 
cipal representative of those Bentincks of 
Schoonheten who are descended from Baron 
Eusebius Bentinck von Schoconheten. burgo- 
master of Maastricht in 1670 who was the 
elder brother of Hans Bentinck, first Earl cf 
Portland. 

This peer. who died as the most intimate 
friend and trusted counselor of King Wil- 
liam III. of Great Britain and Ireland, was 
the ancestor of the Bentincks and Cavendish 
Bentincks in England, of whom the Duke of 
Portiand is the ehief, of the counts of 
Bentinck in Holland, in Prussia, and in Wur- 
temberg, and of the American Bentincks, 
now represented by Count Otto Bentinck of 
Marthasville, near St. Louis. 

Walter Guy Bentinck, from now on 
Baron Bentinck of Schoonheten, is an officer 
of the English Rifle brigade, who received

The Bentineks, who take their name from 
Benting, in the province of Gelderland, in the 
Netherlands, where they were already flour- 
ishing at the beginning of the thirteenth cen- 
tury, played an important role in the his- 
tory of the low countries during the four- 
teenth, fifteenth, and sixteenth centuries, 
and. curiously enough, in 1500, made thir 
principal home at Het Loo, now the summer 
residence of Queen Wilhelmina. 

The most notable member of the family 
may be said to have been Hans Bentinck 
who as a page im the service of William, 
Prince of Orange, saved his master's life 
through the devotion with which he nursed 
him through a virulent attack of smallpox, 
with which he himself was subsequently 
stricken, all his good looks being marred 
thereby. 

Hans Bentinck accompanied his royal 
patron to England, and when the Prince of 
Orange ascended the throne there as William 
III. Hans Bentinck became the most influ- 
ential personage about fhe ruler, being cre- 
ated Earl of Portland and a knight of the 
Garter, and presented with considerable es- 
tates. 

This Hans Bentinck, Earl of Portland, 
fought by King William's side at the battle 
of the Boyne. He was married twice: His 
gon by his first marriage succeeded to his 


“Engiish honors and became first Duke of 


Portland. 

By the earl's second marriage he had a 
son named William, who inherited his exten- 
sive Dutch and German estates, and who was 
created a count of the Holy Roman empire 
by Emperor Charles VI., the title being 
heritable by all his descendants. He married 
the only daughter and heiress of Anthony 
II. Count of Knyphausen and of Varel. Their 
eldest son, Christian, succeeded to his ma- 
ternal grandfather’s petty sovereignty. 
which passed on his death to his own eldest 
son, Count William Gustav Bentinck. 


~o 

This Count William married a Baroness 
Lynden and subsequently contracted a union 
with a woman of the name of Sareh Gerdes, 
daughter of one of his farmers. She bore 
him a couple of boys, William and Gustav. 
This ynion was not ratified by the church 
until_1816, when William and Gustav were 
already in their teens. But their father 
claimed that his marriage to his wife prior 
to that date had been a gewissensehe 


(marriage by conscience), and that his sons’ 


were therefore legitimate and entitled to svo- 
ceed to the sovereignty of Knyphausen. 

This view was contested at his death by 
his younger brother, Count John Charles 
Bentinck, a general of the English army, ana 
the great Bentinck succession lawsuit, which 
lasted more than a quarter of century, en- 
sued, the decision being ultimately given 
against the sons of the sovereign Count Wil- 
liam Augustus Bentinck by his second and 
peasant wife on the ground that, although 
mot actually illegitimate, as asserted in the 
English “ Peerages,” notably by Burke, 
they were at any rate the offspring of a 
mesalliance, and therefore barred from the 
succession to the sovereignty of Knyphausen 
and to the vast Bentinck estates. 

The elder Of these thus disinherited sons, 
Count William, emigrated with his peasant 
born mother to this country and settled down 
in St. Louls, Mo., where he married one of 
her relatives bearing the same name of 
Gerdes. 

His younger brother, Count Gustav Ben- 


~ tinck, remained in Europe, where he married 


Countess Clara Wedel, by whom he left two 
daughters, one of them married to Maj. Con- 
. Prussian cevairy.

VENTILATION ON THE L.“ 
Chicago, Noy. 1—[To the Friend of 


the People.]—As every he knows, the 


ventilation on the elevated trains is 
very poor, bat it is especially bad on the 
Evanston cars, because of the closed ves- 
tibule, which, when the cars are crowded, 
renders the air most stifling. East winter 
I noticed that many of the Northwestern 
guards, instead of opening the ventilators 
backwards, as is the general custom, 
opened them to the front. In this way a 
good supply of air was let in wien the 
car was moving. I think the ventilators 
opened in that nuinner would do more to 
help clear the atmosphere than any system 
that might be devised. 

Also, several weeks ago the manage- 
ment took off the morning terminal trains 
on the Evanston line, stating ‘* Hereafter all 
terminals trains would be loop trains.” My 
impression is that the terminal! trains have 
been discarded altogether, for the trains 
were never so crowded before. I would 
occasionally secure a seat at Argy!e—now, 
never. The termina] trains should be 
either reinstatAl or the management 
should see that “all terminal trains be 
made loop trains.” There is no argument 
that we don’t need them! L. H. 

In reference to the ventilation of Evanston cars, 
I beg to advise that t'.ese cars are equipped with 
floor intakes—i. e.: there are about six openings, 
each two inches square, through the floor. Under- 
neath the car there are scoops which force me air 
into the car on the floor line and the foul air is ex- 
hausted through the ventilators at the top of the 
car. 

Thie plan of ventilation is in accordance with the 
city ordinance, and since the cars have been 
equipped with these ventilators it has been neces- 
sary to open the deck sash in a trailing position. If 
opened the other way there would be no chance for 
the foul air to escape except when the doors were 
opened at stations. 

With reference to the North Water street termi- 
nal Arains being sent around the loop during the 
morning rush hour instead of into North Water 
street, we find that this is generally considered by 
our patrons a distinct improvement, as these trains 
formerly were going into the terminal practically 
empty. All of the trains ye formerly went into 
the terminal are now going around the loop. and 
the majority of people north of Wilson avenue are 
benefited by the change.

COST OF RAISING CHILDREN 

Palestine, III., Nov. 1.—- [Editor of The 
Tribune.]—I was attracted recently by a 
news dispatch purporting to be from Chi- 
cago, in which some three or four of the 
leading society women of that city were 
quoted as to the probable cost of rearing a 
child until it had attained the age of five 
years. The guesses ranged all the way 
from $2,000 to 585 000 a year. 

I have been married for fifteen years, 
and have seven children. The eldest is 
fourteen years of age, and the youngest one 
year. In the fifteen years my earnings have 
been approximately $8,000, or about $530 a 
year. According to the lowest estimate 
given, $2,000a year, my seven children should 
have cost me §104000, so I am shy to the 
tune of 806 000 My children are all healthy, 
and eat heartily three times a day Four of 
them are going to school, and I have noth- 
ing to complain of in their grade showings. 

The point of the matter isthis: Those who 
know the least about the rearing of children 
and the duties and responsibilities of wedded 
life are forever rushing into print to give 
people who do know something about it a 
few samples of their ignorance.

“ Commercialism,” he writes, “has ended 
slavery, abated war, limited and abolishet 
thrones and tyranny, ousted superstition, and 
developed the individual virtues of self-con- 
trol, economy, and sobriety. Compare it with 
feudalism, it is less picturesque but more 
merciful; with aristocracy, it has less display 
but more Gustice; with religious rule, it has 
less emotion but more liberty. 

Trusts may be as greedy and godless as 
any form of special privilege, but there is 
this to say of them: they. can. as à rule, 
thrive only upon the prosperity and never 
upon the poverty of the masses It is the 
rising importance of profit getting that is 
the severest practical check upon militarism. 
As an inatitution money making must play 
fair in the long run or it will destroy itself. 
And he talks upon profit sharing as an idea!

Charles H. Caffin, the author of a number 
of books on art, offers THE STORY OF 
FRENCH PAINTING ™ (the Century com- 
pany), Ulustrating it with forty reproduc- 
tions of famous French paintings. Mr. Cann 
is a critic of the Constructive sort, and in this, 
as in his other volumes, he writes with the 
intention—albeit not too obviously expressed

Thayer Holbrook (Houghton-Mifflin com 
pany), is a fine volume eee, inforfha- 
tidn concerning the most importaht portraits 
of Dante executed before 1512. The book was 
published for the Medici society of London 
and is of the sort to gratify the specialist 
and collector. Prof. Holbrook has spent sev- 
eral years in his researches and is able to 
give information hitherto unprinted and to 
offer at least two new portraits. There are 
over forty pages of illustrations, eight of 
which are in color. The subject matter is 
that which only the connoisseur iscompetent 
to pronounce upon, although the enthusiasm 
of the writer ie such that the layman finds 
himself absorbed in this ourious quest for the 
actual features of that austere and formida- 
dle face, the high and forbidding beauty of 
which allures us all.

Miss Hildegarde Hawthorne has in THE 
LURE OF THE GARDEN ” prepared one of 
the most fascinating of all the garden books 
which have come from the press, popular and 
enticing though such books have been the 
last few years Mies Hawthorne writes inti- 
mately of gardens and of those who preside 
over them.

The weekly review of Chicago trade, pub- 
lished today by R. G. Dun & Co., will say: 

“The developments in business gener- 
lally are mainly favorable. A more cheerful 
tone is evident in the leading industries, al- 
though instability in prices prevents some 
closing of important commitments. Trans- 
portation ‘returns indicate improving move- 
ments of heavy materials, and there is wider 
distribution of necessaries. The volume of 
Payments through the banks exhtbits further 
comparative gain, while money is in slightly 
better request and the commercial mortality 
is lowest in some time. 

A feature of the- week is the sharp fall in 


prices of breadstuffs, helped by liberal crop 
marketings. Distributive operations in gen- 
eral merchandise were stimulated by lower 
temperatures here and in the west. Increas- 


ing sales in seasonable lines appear in lead- 
ing retail goods and better tendencies re- 
cently noted are sustained in the luxuries and 
more costly wearing apparel. 


Outside Buyers Order Freely. 

Wholesale dealings Show well in the 
principal staples for both city and country. 
Many outside buyers placed substantial 
orders for prompt shipments of dry goods, 
furs, millinery,, clothing, footwear, men’s 
furnishings, carpets, house utensils, food 
products, drugs, and smokers’ articles. Good 
demands continue for holiday goods, larger 
shipments to outside points being made of 
toys, leather novelties, neckwear, gloves, 
silver and art wares | 


“ Advance bookings for spring deliveries 
again compare encouragingly with this time 
last year in the textiles, although there is 
Scarcity in some lines, and there are gratify- 
ing receipts of road and mail orders from the 
west and southwest. 


Stocks Depleted in Intertor. 

“Interior merchants report satisfactory 
depletion of stocks within the last two weeks, 
and there are indications that replenishment 
against later needs will lead to numerous 
reassortments, especially where stocks had 
been kept light. Slow collections are yet in 
evidence, particularly among small store- 
keepers, but money is expected to circulate 
freely throughout the interior with early mar- 
ketings of corn, which matures rapidly and 
brings handsome profits to growers. Grain 
forwardings furnish more traffic to western 
railroads than at thi#time last year.
